the circumstances " 
Joint French-British action was 
taken to avert the possibility of 
reprisal air raids on Germany and 
Italy. Paris and London had cau- 
tioned the Barcelona government 
against "rash" acts. 
Insurgent attacks on behind-the- 
lines .. ities in Spain 
continued. 
Four seamen were killed aboard 
two British freighters and Cham- 
berlain's "realistic" stand-off pol- 
icy was buffeted In the house of 
commons. 
To 
opposition 
demands that 
Britain arm her merchant ships 
with anti-aircraft weapons Cham- 
berlain replied that "a good many 
difficulties" stand in the way, in- 
cluding the necessity of struc- 
'tural alterations. 
Urgent notification of the Bar- 
celona government that a neutral 
commission to investigate—bomb- 
ing of unfortified civilian centers 
would be ready for action some- 
what allayed Barcelona's threats 
of retaliation.

NEBRASKA WHEAT 


CROP PROMISING 
IN PRESENT VIEW 


The name of Walter Jurgens«n 


of Lincoln should not be on the 
mllot as candidate for renomina- 
tion for lieutenant governor, the 
attorney general told the secretary 
of state Monday. 


In the ruling Saturday, the opin- 


ion said, the supreme court held 
that Mr. Jurgensen 
became dis- 


qualified to hold office on March 
7, 1938 because 
of the 
sentence 
imposed on him at that time by 
the district 
court 
of Lancaster 
county on conviction of a charge 
of embezzlement. 
"Logic and precedent impel us to 
the conclusion that Jurgenaen was 
convicted within the meaning of 
the constitution. 
The constitution 
provides that 'no person shall be 
qualified to vote who has been con- 
victed of treason or a felony' un- 
less restored to civil rights," the 
opinion read. 
Francis V. Robinson, assistant 
attorney general, who rendered 
the opinion at request of Secre- 
tary ol Stat*1 Hany R. Swanson, 
said it was apparent that so long 
as the conviction has not been 
reversed or annulled and that as 
long as his status is unchanged he 
is neither a qualified elector nor 
eligible to hold public office of 
honor, trust or confidence within 
the state. 
Further, the opinion said, the 
word "eligible" relates to the as- 
pirants capacity to be elected as 
well as to his capacity to hold of- 
fice. Robinson said that Jurgen- 
sen had neither capacity and cited 
a Nebraska supreme court ruling 
to support this contention. 
Jurgensen is free on bond, pend- 
ing outcome of a proceedings in 
error which is now in the supreme 
court. 
Secy. Swanson said he woulc 
follow Kobinson's advice and not 
accept 
Jurgensen's 
filing 
and 


would not certify his name for 
the ballot. 


Gov, Cochran said he believes II 
unnecessary at present to appoini 
a successor to Jurgensen, "in view 
of the fact that we now find that 
we haven't hnl a lieutenant gover 
nor for four months."

3rops in general are making fine 
Togress. Corn made up some lost 
Ime from late planting. Some wm- 
er wheat has been harvested and 
much of it will be harvested this 
week. 
Winter wheat is later In south- 
astern part of the state than in 
he southwestern where harvest 
iegan last week. A little dry 
weather the latter part of June 
lastened maturity in southwestern 
ounties but this dry spell was fol- 
owed by a h«eavy rain about the 
ast of June. Part of the wheat is 
little thin taut it is well filled out 
and the quality is excellent. 
Most of the wheat in the pan- 
handle counties was injured by 
dry weather during the first half 
of June. Rains soon after the mid- 
dle of June have improved the 
situation so prospects are again 
fair. Deuel and Keith counties 
which were injured by short pe- 
•iods of drouth earlier in yie sea- 
son have recovered and are now 
about the most promising areas of 
Jie panhandle.

If Nebraskans were asked to legalize and 


license swindlers, confidence men, second story 
workers and dark-alley bandits, they would 
slap down the proposal and its sponsors hard. 


They would kick them out of the state, 


even tho they agreed to pay a tiny percentage 
of their loot to the cause of old age pensions 
and schools. 


The suggestion would be an Insult, and 


would ba treated as such. 


Of course that would be the reaction. Yet 


such, a proposal, somewhat thmly disguised, is 
before the people, backed by thousands of per- 
sons, and to be voted upon at the November 
election] 


The swindlers are called slot machines. The 


cut in the loot is called a license fee. The con- 
fident expectations of the sponsors is that the 
people will approve a constitutional amend- 
ment legalizing the fraud. 


Don't assume that it won't pass. When such, 


an outrageous plan, violating every tradition 
of public decency, can get tens of thousands 
of names signed to petitions for the ballot, it 
is a long way toward success at the polls. It 
•will win unless there is a revival of civic con- 
science in Nebraska; unless those who believe 
in honesty in business, in legitimate trade, 
and in defense of the character of boys and 
girls, swing into action. 


They can smash the proposal, taut they will 


have to get to work. They will have to discuss 
it, expose the snare, and brand the contem- 
plated deal for what it is—corruption in the 
name of social security and education, but cor- 
ruption, just the same. 
* 
A great deal of money must have been 


spent already to put this scheme across. It 
costs money to circulate petitions everywhere 
in the state, and get thousands of signers; But 
its promoters can afford to spend the money. 
No matter how much they have gambled on 


the promotion, it will all come back to them 
quickly if they win. There's hardly any device 
which takes BO much and returns to the patron 
so little, as the slot machine. It is a mechani- 
cal bandit, stealing: nickels from children, and 
dollars from wage earners. 


If placed in every city and town in Nebraska, 


the machines would immediately steal the earn- 
ings and savings of people who could least af- 
ford to lose them. They would inculcate the vice 
of gambling in those least able to afford the 
luxury. They would strike a damaging blow 
against, and maintain a continuous attack upon, 
decent standards of living in the state, and re- 
covery from the depression. Whoever stakes 
bread on a throw of crooked dice will starve. 


The amendment is so designed, too, as to 


severely limit the possibilities of any small 
merchant getting a profit from the swag. For 
it is provided that a license fee of one thousand 
dollars be charged for the first machine, and 
?30 for each additional machine. 


What small business man in Nebraska could 


afford one thousand dollars for such, a license ? 
The gambling syndicate, however, could buy the 
first license and scores of others, and place ma- 
chines thruout the state, collecting1 the booty, 
and giving the local merchant a tiny cut. He 
would lose his honest profit, arising from his 
legtirnate business. 


The effrontery of the scheme is equaled 


only by the hypocrisy of attaching it to the 
noble effort to maintain the aged and sustain 
the schools. The old folks and the growing chil- 
dren are invited to become partners m a 
swindle! 


It is a shocking program. But it will be put 


over unless Nebraskans get into the fight 
against it, and now. The racketeers are work 
ing hard, and spending their money where It 
will do the most good. They won't sleep on the 
job. But sometimes the good citizen Bleeps, and 
the awakening can be brutally painful.

NEW FOOD AND DRUG 


LAW NOW EFFECTIVE 


Wallace S ays It Is Gr e at 


Step Forward in Pro- 


tecting Public. 


WASHINGTON. (JP). 
The first 
major revisions of the 1906 Wiley 
food and drug law became law 
Monday. 


The agriculture department an- 
nounced that President Roosevelt 
signed before leaving for Wilm- 
ington, Del., an act passed by con- 
gress shortly before adjournment. 
The legislation 
is intended to 
modernize the 32 year old law, it 
extends It to include cosmetics, 
therapeutic devices and certain 
drugs not regulated heretofore. 
It prohibits alliteration and mis- 
branding 
of cosmetics, requires 
that new drugs be tested before 
being marketed 
and 
a uthorlzes 
Secy. Wallace to issue standards 
and definitiono for foods. Informa- 
tive labeling 
of foods 
to show 
their composition Is made manda- 
tory. 


Appeals from orders of the food 


and drug administration, admin- 
istrative agency, can be taken to 
a circuit court of appeals. Secy, 
Wallace objected to an original 
section of the bill which would 
permit appeals to be filed in a dis- 
trict court. Opponents of the pro- 
vision joined Wallace in saying 
that procedure would "hamstring" 
enforcement of the act because a 
single judge could render the en- 
tire act inoperative. 
Wallace described the new law 
as "a great step forward in the 
protection of the American pub- 
lic.""It broadens the scope of the 
old law and, in many respects, re- 
inforces those provisions which 
have stood the teat of time," Wal- 
lace said. 
"It will benefit »l.io the honest 


manufacturers who are entitled to 
governmental protection against 
unethical competitors."

Retirement Pay. 


WASHINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has signed the 
wage-hour bill thereby effectuat- 
ing a major objective in the new 
deal's program of economic re- 
form. Mr. Roosevelt also signed 
131 other bills before departing. 
The 
wage-hour 
bill, enacted 
after bitter and protracted con- 
gressional 
controversy, required 
presidential action by Monday. 
The white house announced that 
the president has signed a bill 
imposing the same regulations on 
over the counter securities brok- 
ers as apply to brokers on regular 
stock exchanges. 
WASHINGTON, VPt. President 
Roosevelt has signed the second 
deficiency 
appropriations 
b i l l , 
carrying fumln for starting con- 
struction of two new battleships 
and an aircraft carrier. The bill, 
totaling $275,403,263,-includes also 
numerous minor items to meet de- 
ficiencies in regular departmental 
appropriations. 


The president vetoed a bill re- 


storing- retirement pay to part of 
the 4,700 World war emergency 
officers removed from these bene- 
fits by the economy act. 
The veterans administration op- 
posed the measure which it said 
would apply to 3,194 officers not 
now on the retired list, and in- 
crease costs $3,696,000 annually. 


The president approved Monday 
an act establishing a separate sys- 
tem of unemployment insurance 
for the nation's 900,000 railroad 
workers. The measure substitutes 
a single national system for bene- 
fits states now pay in conjunction 
with the social security program.

President Roosevelt in behalf of 
the American people accepted from 
the people of Sweden a monument 
commemorating the founding of 
"New Sweden" in the Delaware 
River valley 300 years ago. 


The 60-ton statue, the work of 


Karl Milles, Sweden's 
leading 


sculptor, was presented to the 
United States by prince Bertil, 25- 
year old son of the Swedish crown 
prince, Gustav Adolf, who was ill 
aboard the Swedish-American liner 
Kungsholm and was unable to par- 
ticipate. 


Recalling that the friendship of 
the United States with Sweden 
and Finland had been "from the 
earliest times, unmarred by any 
rift, unbroken by any misunder- 
standings," Mr. Roosevelt said: 
"I accept with profound grati- 
tude, in behalf of the people of the 
United States, this noble monu- 
ment 'placed here thru the gen- 
erosity of the people of Sweden. I 
am confident that to generations 
yet unborn in Sweden and in the 
United States it will typify close 
association 
and 
continued good 
"rill between our two nations." 


Mr. Roosevelt said that one of 
his ancestors, William Beckman, 
served as vice director of New 
Sweden from 1658 to 1663 and

THE ROOSEVELT CHAT 


0. 0. P. Chairman Accuses 


President of Distort- 


ing Issues. 


WASHINGTON. </P). Chairman 


John Hamilton, of the republican 
national committee, said President 
Roosevelt was undertaking to dis- 
tort the ' Issues which separate the 
republican and new deal parties " 


In a statement commenting on 
the president's Friday night ad- 
dress, Hamilton said: "Mr. Roose- 
velt may define his party as he 
will, but he cannot accurately say 
that the 'opposing or conserva- 
tive school of thought, as a gen- 
eral proposition, does not recog- 
nize tHe need for government it- 
self to step in and take action 
to meet these new problems.' 


"Nor 
is it true," Hamilton con- 


tinued, "that the organized oppo- 
sition to the new deal believes, as 
Mr. Roosevelt said, that 'we ought 
to repeal many of the things that 
we have done and go back, for in- 
stance, to the old gold standard, 
or stop all this business of old 
age pensions and unemployment 
insurance or repeal the securities 
and exchange act or let monopolies 
thrive unchecked.' 


"In neither the republican plat- 


form of 1936 nor the course pur- 
sued by a majority of republicans 
ol house and senate during the 
last two years can any evidence 
be found that the republican party 
has advocated repeal of old age 
pensions, unemployment insurance 
or the securities and exchange act. 
Republican 
efforts 
have 
been 


aimed at improving and making- 
more workable these undertak- 
ings " 


Summary of Achievements. 


The republican chairman 
re- 
called that his party's platform 
called for legislation to strengthen 
the anti-trust laws, 
and added: 
"What has the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration done, beyond talking, to 
curb monopolistic practices ? Ac- 
tually it blessed thru 
the NRA 
many of the monopolistic practices 
outlawed by republicans who gave 
the country its first anti-trust leg- 
islation." 


BANKS ALLOWED TO 


LOOSEN UP LOANS 


President Approves Regula- 


tions Designed to Permit 


Flow of Capital. 


WASHINGTON. (.T). President 


Roosevelt loosened banking regu- 
lations Sunday to encourage the 
flow of 3 billion dollars of pri- 
vate money into business. He rat- 
ified and ordered into immediate 
effect an agreement 
of 
federal 
banking agencies on revised ex- 
amining- procedure. It will affect 
the lending; and Investing policy of 
every bank in the country. The Na- 
tional Association of Supervisors of 
State Banks already haa assured 
its acceptance of the name plan. 


These are the principal changes 
the new regulations make: 


1. Bankers may make long term 


(over" nine months) loans without 
criticism of examiners, as long as 
the loans otherwise are sound. 


2. Bankers may invest in the 


bonds of small local corporations, 
even tho the securities 
are 
not 


quoted on stock exchanges, pro- 
vided the bank can demonstrate 
the worth of the bonds. This is 
an innovation primarily for thr 
national banks and the state banks 
belonging to the federal reserve 
system. 
On bonds present 
regulations 


prevent federal reserve member 
banks from buying issues not eas- 
ily disposable because they were 
not listed on stock exchanges. This 
shut out the bonds of small local 
companies.

promotion of war and fascism in 
America the American Legion has 
done more than its share." The le- 
gion, he said, is a "potential force" 
in the direction of fascism in this 
country. 


"The present study," Gellermann 
said, "shows that the American 
Legion Is not an expression of 
democratic, but rather an expres- 
sion of entrenched business and 
military interests which attempt 
to hide their true purposes under 
democratic guise.

Sees a Shortage of Good 


Milling Wheat in 


Canada. 


WASHINGTON 
(UP). A Ne- 


braska farmer asked a question: 
last April that nearly stumped 
congress, the department of agri- 
culture and farm belt newspaper 
editors 


He got an answer from Secy 


Wallace Monday — four 
closely 


typewritten pages 
replete 
with 


statistics—but may have to forego 
harvesting to figure it out. 


The question, which he origin- 


ally asked a Nebraska editor, was 


"Mister, can you tell me why 


May wheat No. 2 hard is quoted 
on the Chicago market at 84 1-8 
cents, while No 1 northern spring 
at Winnipeg is $1 25 3-8'" 


The editor couldn't. He offered 


to look for an answer The farmer 
suggested that while he was about 
it the editor might also answer 
why foreign buyers took more 
Canadian than American wheat, 
despite the 41 cents a bushel price 
difference 


The editor did some research 


He found that in four of the past 
six years the Chicago quotations 
were higher than Winnipeg 
An- 


other editor came in with the sug- 
gestion that drouths in the United 
States and Canada it ere i espon- 
sible 
The farmer declai ed this 


explanation 
was 
"nonsense" 


Drouths have occurred all over 
;he woild and still "United States 
wheat is the 
cheapest 
in the 


world " He suggested that Secy 
Wallace has "a pretty powerful 
land on the Chicago board of 
tiade" but that he didn't want to 
even suggest "there is an effort 
to frighten us farmers into co- 
operating with the control pro- 
gram " The whole thing began to 
let on the nerves 
The editor first 


appealed to said he couldn't bring 
iimself to suspect that "Wallace is 
delibeiately a bear in the wheat 
market" 


Fma'ly, he passed the question 


on to Senator Bui ke who asked 
several of his colleagues, but they 
didn't know 
"The heck with it," 


3urke finally decided, "Let Wal- 
[ace 
answer it" 
After his long 


explanation, Wallace summarized 
us answer this way 


The i eason tha t the price of 


good milling wheat in Canada this 
year is higher than usual, relative 
Lo other wheat is because there 
is a shortage of good milling 
wheat in that country "

why 


Canada sold more wheat abroad, 
out insisted that American wheat 
brought just as much on the 
world market as anybody's else.

Geological Survey Finishes 


Study Between Chapman 


and Gothenburg. 


WASHINGTON. (#>>. The geo- 


logical survey reported the "dis- 
tinctly 
encouraging" 
discovery 


that the return of "normal years" 
to south-central Nebraska should 
witnese an ' essential restoration" 
of ground-water reserves in the 
Platte River valley 


Fedeial-state i n v e s t i g a t o r s 


reached this conclusion, the sur- 
vey said as the result of a com- 
prehensive study of water supplle- 
available from wells and the ex- 
tent of then depletion and replen- 
ishment during altei nate periods 
of drouth and normal rainfall 


Particular 
attention was paid 


the \ alley area between Chapman 
and Gothenburg. 


"During the four-year 
period 


from Jan 1, 1931, to Jan 1, 1935," 
the survey announced, "there was 
a deficiency in rainfall in this sec- 
tion of the valley amounting to 
about 1,400 000 acie feet and a 
net loss in ground water stoiage 
amounting to about 400 000 acre 
feet, but the records of observa- 
tion wells shew that even during 
this dry period there was large 
replenishment of the ground water 
supply, the computed 
replenish- 


ment of the four years being more 
than 1,500 000 acre feet 


Hence the conclusion is reached 


that the depletion of ground watei 
during the dry period is not per- 
manent but that with the return 
of normal years there will be es- 
sential restoration of the ground 
water reserve 


' The results of this investiga- 


tion are distinctly encouraging in 
showing the large holdover ca- 
pacity of the underground reser- 
loir, which affords a supply of 
water ample even for periods of 
severe drouth " 


The Investigators who included 


representatives of both the geolog- 
ical survey and University of Nc 
oraska's conservation and survey 
division, estimated that 
in 
the 


Platte valley between Chapman 
and Gothenburg pumpage 
from 


wells for municipal, irrigation and 
other uses totaled approximately 
30 000 acre feet annually 


Another 50,000 acre feet, they 


said, percolates from this section 
southward under the upland and 
reappears in the tributaries of the 
Republican and Blue rivers. 


The heaviest draft on the under- 


ground reservoir is made, how- 
ever, by the vegetation in low 
parts of the valley, where the roots 
of plants withdraw as mud/ ns 
390,000 acre feet annually directly 
from the "zone of saturation," the 
experts said 
To this, they added 


about 15,000 acre feet withdrawn 
by "capillary ria* and evaporation" 
from the soil in places where the 
ground water level stands near 
the land surface and concluded 
that the total average annual dis- 
charge from the underground res- 
ervoir approximates about 490,000 
acre feet, not including losses by 
seepage into the Platte and its 
tributaries

When he was unable to make 


delivery because he had no license, 
tie assigned his contract to Reeb 
brothers of Osceola. 


Sward testified he made no com- 


mission on the deal, but merely 
"transferred the contract. In exami- 
nation of power district officials, 
Tilley pointed out the state law 
under which such districts are or- 
ganized provides that contracts 
must be awarded on a competitive 
bid basis.

thrice welcome to our shores. 


It Is a matter of keen sorrow 
to me that his royal highness, the 
crown prince te unable to be at 
this historic spot today, but all of 
us pray that hi» recovery will be 
speedy and complete—and I look 
forward to welcoming him and his 
family at Hyde Park or at Wash- 
ington the end of this week. 


I accept with profound grati- 


tude, in behalf of the people of 
the United States, this noble monu- 
ment placed here thru the gener- 
osity of the people of Sweden. I 
am confident that to generations 
yet unborn in Sweden and in me 
United States It will typify close 
association and continued good will 
between our two nations.

The railroads are held to afford 


business one of its most reliable 
barometers. 
When the railroads 


are prosperous business is moving 
along in every line. When the 
railroads have little business in- 
dustry and uade generally lags. 


Recently 
the 
president 
was 


much concerned over the plight of 
the railroads. He held that some- 
thing would be done. 
Congress 


turned a deaf ear to pleas that 
some action be taken to place the 
railroads in a better 
situation. 


Congress adjourned without any- 
thing being done. 


Then 
harvest 
came. 
Traffic 


showed a slight increase and there 
were reports that business bad 
picked 
up again. 
Jesse Jones 


called on th«., president to report 
on business" conditions. 
He told 


the president^ that there was an 
upturn in traffic. His explanation 
was that "it is largely seasonal." 
It is the bulge that comes in the 
granger west1 when wheat moves 
to market, \yheat is moving now 
and for a few weeks there will be 
a rather sudden Increase in farm 
tonnage. But it should not be for- 
gotten that the bulge is seasonal, a 
part of the total ionnnge of every 
year. 


The past year has been a bad 


One for the railroads. 
It began 


well but a slump followed. Traf- 
fic volume has been low. To find 
hope in the present increase one 
must analyze the figures and find 
that tonnage other than grain has 
been heavier,than usual. 


For the month of May just 


passed the Missouri Pacific oper- 
ating revenues showed a million 
dollars decline from the volume 
reported for the same month last 
year. 
That was a loss of one- 


seventh of its 1937 May total, a 
decline of nearly 14 percent. That 
railroad will have to handle a lot 
of grain in the month of June to 
make up its losses for the year, 
Its operating revenues for the first 
five months of the year were 8 
millions short of the .some reve- 
nues for the same months in 1937.

The 
pi ospect for a corn crop rcrrui ins 
excellent. 
The ground is soaked 


with moisture! and after light pro- 
duction for several years it should 
produce 
well. 
Farm 
tonnage 


should be heavy, but it is a great 
deal to hope that it will be heavy 
enough to make up for other 
Josses. 


WhUe considering railroad ton- 


nage reports remember that the 
railroad tonnage offers a reliable 
barometer for business. 
There 


may bo a revival, and all the 
country will hope for that, but 
until industry finds a demand for 
more goods and the pui^ic strings 
of the buyers can DC loosened by 
re-employment, prosperity will not 
be w:th us. What the country can 
be thankful for now is the better 
crop prospect and the probability 
that the farm buying power will 
be increased. 
That will 
help. 


What is needed is to put idle 
millions to work. Then prosperity 
\vill come because of increased 
consumption of what we will pro- 
duce.

Is within reasonable range. Points 
In southern Germany are within a 
slightly inrger rnrihia. 


There 
are drawbacks to 
tho 


plnn. The bombing of civilians, a 
practice commonly reported in the 
records of 
Germnn 
nnd Italian 


ftqtifidrons opera ting; under rebel 
Franco. i* distasteful to the world 
•t 
l«cg*. 
y»ncl 
while Sfvutn has 


had to submit to such outrages. 


the cause of the Spanish govern- 
ment would not be greatly aided, 
the world being constituted as It 
is, by reprisals in the same out- 
rageous and bloody tone. 


The 
Spanish 
government 
is 


willing to 
abandon 
the plan of 


bombing these distant cities. 
It 


wants, in exchange, some conces- 
sions from the French and Eng- 
lish such as the opening of the 
frontier to arms and munitions, 
the halting of bombing outrages 
by the rebels, and efforts at medi- 
ation of the conflict. 


The demands are not unreason- 


able. 
The 
Spanish government 


asks only the favors of which the 
rebels have long since taken ad- 
vantage. 
And the rebels, by con- 


tinuing to 
bomb 
British ships, 


seem determined to drive ' the 
British around to the 
loyalists' 


way of thinking-, in spite of the 
reluctance of Premier 
Chamber- 
lain. 


STIMULANT. 


Utilizing authority 
vested 
in 


him by congress, the president has 
approved the loosening of banking 
regulations to an extent designed 
to encourage the flow of some 
3 billion dollars of private capital 
into 
business. 
The 
principal 


changes 
authorized 
permit 
the 


bankers to make long term loans, 
over nine months, without criti- 
cism of examiners as long; as the 
loans otherwise are sound, and 
permits bankers to Invest in bonds 
of small local corporations, even 
tho the securities are not quoted 
on stock exchanges, providing the 
bank can demonstrate the worth 
of the bonds. The latter is an in- 
novation primarily for the national 
banks and stato banks belonging 
to the federal reserve system. 


The regulations, it will be noted, 


leave the burden of proof on the 
banker. He must 
convince the 


bank examiners 
that the .long- 


term loans he makes are sound 
and he must 
demonstrate the 


worth of bonds of local companies 
in which he invests. These regu- 
lations leave a number of loop- 
holes. Concitions may vary greatly 
in communities depending upon 
the temper and mood of the bank 
examiners working that area. 


Just how much capital will be 


coaxed into business by this de- 
vice remains to be seen. And the 
effect ia also doubtful. There is 
possibility of considerable infla- 
tionary reaction from this liberal- 
ization of regulations. 


The .encouragement of private 


capital is generally considered to 
be proper at this time. Doubt may 
be raised, however, concerning any 
liberalization which might make 
insecure the footing so painfully 
gained The price paid for stabil- 
ity has been very high. If the 
foundation is blasted from under 
it the collapse will be tragic in- 
deed. 


A heavy responsibility rests on 


the federal reserve governors and 
the bank examiners. They must 
understand the patient's ailment 
and have a finger on its pulse 
constantly, administering stimula- 
tion as needed, but not In too copi- 
ous quantities. 


hp prCRident sees no need for

MORE OE LESS PERSONAL. 


The state university's Daily Nc- 


braskan, discussing a survey of 
traffic in Lincoln, asks the follcw- 
ng question: "Since over 60 per- 
cent of the cars are violating- the 
speed limit, should not the limit 
be changed, since our laws are 
based on group opinion ?" Speed 
laws are made to increase the de- 
gree of safety in the use of the 
streets. 
They 
are not made to 
please the drivers. Sixty percent 
of the drivers might be far from 
a r. .ajority of the voters. Many 
drivers of cars who exceed the 
speed 
limit might not favor a 
change in the law. There would be 
little protest against a rigid en- 
forcement of the law. Some laws 
are necessary altho unpopular, and 
because they are necessary many 
who complain would not vote for 
their repeal. The rights of the mi- 
nority must be protected as woljl 
as the privileges of the majority. 
Democracies are designed to pro- 
tect the rights of all, and while 
rrmjoi ities may rule, the rights of 
the minorities must not be disre- 
garded. 


The federal farm mortgage cor- 


poration recently appeared in su- 
preme court in a role that if it 
were a piivate corporation would 
have won the dubious distinction 
of being- soulless. The federal land 
bank loaned a 
Johnson 
county 
farmer on his land, taking first 
lien. Needing additional funds he 
later borrowed several 
thousand 
dollars as a commissioner loan. 
When he failed to pay this the 
second mortgage it represented 
was foreclosed, but sale did not 
bring more than half the loan. To 
make itself whole the mortgage 
corporation sought to attach the 
wheat the farmer had planted on 
tho land while he was in posses- 
sion but twhich was not harvested 
until after the sale had been con- 
firmed. 
The claim was that he 
was trying to beat his creditors. 
The supreme court says lie wasn't, 
that he had a right to re-enter the 
premises and harvest the wheat, 
and sent the corporation out of 
court with empty hands.

The union health center in New 


York was founded 25 years ago 
by Dr, George M. Price, and after 
steady expansion has been taken 
over by the International Ladies' 
Garment Workers' union of Amer- 
ica, says the Manchester Guardian, 
The center acts ag a health clinic 
to the members of thia powerful 
and progressive union. 
The re- 
lation between medical staff and 
worker-patient is its most remark- 
able feature. 
As the union owns 
the center, 
there is a complete 


absence of the charity atmosphere 
which affects the panel systems, 
hospital treatment and even pri- 
vate treatment of wcrking people. 
Much Js also due to Dr. Price's art 
of getting his colleagues to work 
with him rather than for him and 
avoiding 
medical 
authoritarian 


ism. 
The center began thru the 


practice of branches of the union 
requiring 
medical 
certificates 


from applicants for membership. 
The urion will not accept mem- 
bers until they arc fit and finds 
,t worth while paying: for th( 
examination of applicants in order 
to protect Itself. The exclusion of 
ill persons 
also 
prevents 
the 


spread of Infectious diseases in 
eloped shops, as non-union mem- 
bers cannot work in thorn. 


floor of a 25 story skyscraper In 
the middle of the garment-manu- 
facturing district of New York. 
The numerous consulting' rooms 
are arranged round the walls, so 
that all have outside windows with 
fine views and the maximum light 
and sunshine. Members can have 
consultations at a flat -rate of 
four shillings each and they can 
take this money from their sick- 
benefit pay from the union. This 
nominal fee covers specialist ad- 
vice and treatment, which may in- 
clude examinations 
with x-rays, 


electrocardiographs, basal 
meta- 


bolism apparatus and other ela- 
borate instruments with which the 
clinic is fully equipped. The cen- 
ter does not treat chronic pati- 
ents. 
It arranges for their ad- 
mittance to the appropriate hos- 
pital. 


There is room for about 20 doc- 
tors "to be in attendance at any 
me time. Many of these are spe- 
cialists, so that the center can 
give its members direct specialist 
advice on arthritis, disease of the 
eye, 
ear, throat, skin, heart and 


stomach, defective feet and sev- 
eral other disease. 
The doctors 
ittend for one or more sessions 
of two hours a week each, and 
they are paid at the nominal rate 
of 10s. to 15s. per hour. The clinic 
is open from 9:30 a. m. until 7 
p. m. 
and 
more 
than 
three- 
quarters of the consultations oc- 
cur between 5 p. m. and 7 p. m. 


In 1936 the center gave 62.000 
consultations 
and 
its 
budget 
amounted to £20,000 ($100,000). 
Ths average cost of each consulta- 
tion is about 6s., and the difference 
between that the flat-rate fee of 
4s. to each individual member is 
made up by the union. The center 
is more like a pleasant library 
than a clinic. The staff and pati- 
ents are attractively cheerful and 
friendly. 
This atmosphere must 
contribute much to the happiness 
of 
patients. 
It 
is due to 
the 
worker^' control of th,eir own med- 
ical service and to Dr. Price's art 
of democratic management in a 
medical institution and is worth 
study.

Roosevelt's radio speech ia being 
widely interpreted aa the begin- 
ning of a "liberal" and "conserva- 
tive" realignment within the ma- 
jor political parties. That's what 
the president himself believes. But 
upon analysis, the facts tend to 
dispute sucn a claim. 


The political parties aren't being 


realigned at all. They are in pro- 
cess of being purged, cleaned out 
and purfied. The two rival fac- 
tions or groups within each party 
are by no means to be defined 
glibly by the words "liberal" and 
"conservative" but by the words 
"honest" and "dishonest." 


Within the republican party are 


men who believe in bossism, in 
furnishing 
campaign 
funds and 
owning the party, in getting spe- 
cial favors, in refusing to allow 
their employes any advantages and 
in insisting upon removal of any 
restrictions which tend to interfere 
with their monopolies or vested 
interests. These men operate in 
politics for what they can get out 
of 
it 
financially 
or 
otherwise. 


Theirs is a selfish attitude toward 
their fellowmen—a mercenary and 
exploiting attitude. They resist and 
fight off adjustment and compro- 
mise and insist on forgetting that 
America's rapid growth of popu- 
lation has brought us problems 
which 
government 
co-operation 
can and must help to solve. 


Within the democratic party is 
the parallel of the above group. 
It consists of those men who are 
selfishly using the public's money 
to perpetuate themselves in power, 
awarding- contracts and jobs on 
the basis of political preferment, 
and establishing in fact the big- 
gest single concentration of au- 
thority—political, economic 
and 


governmental—the United States 
has ever known. This "dishonest" 
group fights off any attempt to 
investigate the wrong use of pub- 
lip funds, sends its order to capitol 
hill to kill any proposals to pro- 
hibit by law the political use of 
government funds and machinery, 
and brazenly argues that any show 
of independence in the congress of 
Lhe United States should be pun- 
ished by the party boss.

He alone is to

Inside the republican party are 
courageous men and women who

They do not feel that 


politics or public life permits any 
different code or morality than is 
proper in private life.

everywhere 


across the continent—it's a fight 
against the old-fashioned selfish- 
ness which has dominated repub- 
lican politics and republican po- 
litical machines. 


So also, inside the democratic 
party there are courageous men 
and women who want to rid their 
own party of dishonesty.

do not feel that the government 
has any more 
right 
to borrow 


money from the people without giv- 
ing assurances as to how it is to 
be paid back than a private cor- 
poration which borrows and uses 
the public's money has any such 
right.

Maybe the voters,

and democratic, will catch the dis- 
tinction this autumn and be eager 
to vote against the spenders and 
in favor of the savers, regardless 
of party, and thus rid the country 
if control by the politicians who 
ure fooling the people for the mo- 
ment about the inexhaustible na- 
tional wealth and tax rapacity of 
the United States.

pointed out how the safety of bank 
deposits, the safety of life insur- 
ance policies and the "unimpaired 
credit of the United States" de- 
pended on an economy program. 
He felt the jmtion was traveling 
then on the "road toward bank- 
ruptcy." 


Since that time, the deficits un- 
der the Roosevelt administration 
have been multiplied by at least 
three times those of the Hoover 
regime. No matter how well in- 
tended the new deal reforms are, 
the government of the 
United 
States cannot continue to protect 
the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar if the treasury budgets are 
kept unbalanced indefinitely and 
no program is brought forward 
to begin paying off the public debt. 
Everything else in the way of re- 
form becomes secondary if a loaf 
of bread costs $10, as was the 
case in Germany in 1923 when 
confidence in the monetary unit 
broke down because the people 
suddenly realized the government 
couldn't collect in taxes enough 
to pay off the big debt incurred 
by a spendthrift government. Then 
came the finnncial shambles and 
on top of it stood Hitler. 


America is not going to di- 


vide into "liberal" and "conserva- 
tive" camps unless to be liberal 
with the public monry and to dis- 
regard repayment is the meaning 
of the word "liberalism."

DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Fodder First, Fat Folk. 


In some parts of the world it is 
the custom to serve a dish of 
greens, raw vegetables, raw fruits, 
•elishes, usually with dressing or 
sauce, under the name of salad, 
and at the beginning: of dinner. 
This is a commendable custom 
from the point of view of the 
ihysiology of digestion and good 
health. But in other parts of the 
world the salad comes later in the 
course of the dinner, perhaps the 
ast thing before dessert. This is a 
mistake as far as good digestion 
and good health are concerned. 
Anyway, what in taration does a 
'ellovv want -vith fodder after he 
has put away a sustantial meal of 
meat, fish, so-jp, vegetables and 
whatnot ? 
There ought to be a Jaw about 


salad. I mean a rigid rule of hy- 
_ iene prohibiting the use of any 
cooked food in a salad. A salad 
should contain only raw greens, 
relishes, vegetable's or fruits. Cook- 
,ng destroys or removes more or 
less of the vitamins in raw food 
and boiling or roasting or stewing 
or steaming removes more or less 
of the minerals in the natural food. 
[f cooked food replaces some of 
the raw food in a salad the dish 
cannot serve its purpose as a sup- 
plement to the otherwise deficient 
meal. 


For those who are stout, over- 


nourished, too heavy or logy from 
overeating, it is most imperative 
that the first course of the main 
meal of the day shall be a salad. 
This is the time to pack in a gen- 
erous filler of roughage and bulk. 
[t contributes materially toward 
the sense of fulness and satisfac- 
:ion on which every one depends 
to tell him when he has had 
enough to eat. With the bread bas- 


ket thus prepared, the rest of the 
meal rounds out the feeling of re- 
pletion, on a total of calories far 
less than one craves-when no salad 
is taken. The items generally mak- 
ing up a salad provide most of the 
vitamins and most of the minerals 
required to keep the metabolism 
normal, and cooked victuals are 
usually deficient in these essen- 
tials. 


So the salad is a matter of prime 
importance in the corrective regi- 
men of the overnourished. 


A second suggestion which ap- 


plies in the majority of cases of 
overweight, is that a quarter-grain 
tablet of saccharin makes a good 
substitute for a teaspoonful or a, 
lump of sugar for sweetening: tea 
or coffee, and for the individual 
who uses sugar too freely this may 
amount to a large diminution in 
the caloric intake. Careful investi- 
gation by a committee of compe- 
tent physicians years ago proved 
that the daily consumption of less 
than 5 grains of saccharin is 
harmless in any circumstance. 


Finally, the most superfluous, 
least essential course of a regular 
dinner is the dessert. One who has 
had a square meal can surely de- 
cline to pack in an extra 500 cal- 
ories in this form, at least part of 
the time if not as an inflexible 
rule.

WE HAV*1 -any organs in these 


bodies of ours. Among them IB thp 
spleen, really a peculiar organ. I 
•peak of it as "peculiar" because, 
unlike most other important struc- 
tures, it can be removed without 
•erious effect. Although the spleen 
is a valuable organ, we can get 
•Llong without it. 


When it is involved in certain 


disorders, it is actually removed by 
n surgical operation. 
Unuaual 


growths, certain infections and 
even some disturbance of the blood 
may require surgery. Until recent 
years it was not known that the 
•pleen could be removed with 
•afety. 


This organ is located in the ab- 


domen, on the left side and just 
below the lower end of the stomach. 
In shape It resembles a gigantic 
coffee bean, dark bluish-red m col- 
or. A smooth and glistening cap- 
•ule snugly covers the surface. 


Under normal 
conditions the 


•pieen helps to manufacture the red 
blood cells as well as the "hemo- 
globin", which is the coloring mat- 
ter of the blood. This function >s 
•hared by the liver and bone mar- 
row. 
Nature is prodigal in pro- 
viding reserves. 
In this particu- 


lar matter she is always 01. the 
nafe aide because if the : nleen be- 
comes diseased or is removed, the 
manufacture of red blood cells goes 
on just the same. 


Advised »s Cure 


* "Splenectomy", the name of the 
operation for the removal of the 
spleen, has become mope common. 
It is recommended as a cure for 
Bantl's disease and is also resorted 
to in overcoming" certain disorders 
of the blood. 


In "Bantl's disease" the spleen 


becomes extremely large. The vic- 
tim is pale and suffers from a pe- 
culiar form of anemia. For many 
years not much was known about 
this disorder and little in the way 
of relief could be offered its vic- 
tims. Upon the discovery that the 
ipleen could be safely removed, cure 
became possible. * 


The operation is not a difficult 


one in the hands of a competent 
•urgeon. It is as easily performed 
as many other major 
operations.

Remove from pan.
